SILSBY  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES,  1958 

Circulation  of  books  at  the  Silsby  Free  Public  Library  showed  an 
uptrend  for  the  year  1958.  We  have  borrowed  a  larger  number  of  books 
from  the  Bookmobile  and  State  Library. 

Fifty  new  books  and  ten  magazine  subscriptions  were  purchased. 
Several  books  were  given  to  us,  including  a  fifteen  volume  set  of  child 
encyclopedia. 

Copies  of  two  volumes  of  the  Congregational  Church  History  of 
Acworth  have  been  presented  to  the  library  and  historical  society  by 
Mrs.  Arthur  Pillsbury. 

During  July  and  Augiist  the  library  was  open  one  evening  each 
week  besides  the  regular  Saturday  afternoon.  In  September  the  day 
was  changed  to  Tuesday,  this  enabling  the  school  children  to  visit  the 
library.  This  has  increased  the  circulation  greatly. 

Several  organizations  have  held  meetings  at  the  library  during 
the  past  year. 

Acworth  library  was  chosen  with  four  other  nearby  libraries  to 
share  in  the  Shieling  Trust  Fund.  This  fund  will  enable  us  to  participate 
in  cooperative  book  buying,  thus  giving  us  access  to  material  we  might 
not  otherwise  be  able  to  purchase. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  all  who  helped  in  any  way  this  past 
year  at  the  library  and  v/elccme  any  suggestions  you  may  have.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Acworth: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

School  opened  this  past  September  with  a  complete  change  in  the 
teaching  staff.  Dr.  Dorothy  Spocrl  was  appointed  Principal  of  the 
school  and  teacher  of  grades  4-6.  She  succeeded  Mrs.  Virginia  Blake 
who  resigned  at  the  close  of  school  last  year.  We  can  feel  very  fortu- 
nate to  have  the  services  of  Mrs.  Spoerl  as  head  of  our  local  elemen- 
tary school.  She  was  formerly  a  professor  at  American  International 
College,  Springfield,  Mass.  She  has  a  Bachelor's  Degree  from  Lombard 
College,  a  Master's  Degree  from  Boston  University,  and  a  Doctorate 
from  Clark  University,  Worcester,  Mass. 

Miss  Mildred  Stearns  was  appointed  teacher  in  the  primary  room, 
grades  1-3.  She  returned  to  her  chosen  profession  after  a  two  year 
leave  of  absence.  Mrs.  Bess  Sandercock,  her  predecessor,  did  not  wish 
a  contract  renewal  for  this  year.  Miss  Stearns  is  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College  and  has  taken  advance  study  at  the  University  of 
Maine.  She  was  formerly  a  teacher  at  Littleton,  Newport  and  Lebanon, 
New  Hampshire,  with  a  total  experience  of  twenty-four  years. 

About  sixty-eight  pupils  will  enroll  at  the  school  in  September, 
1959.  This  is  an  increase  over  opening  day  figures  of  this  year.  This 
number  of  pupils  will  create  crowded  conditions,  especially  in  the  pri- 
mary room,  which  does  not  meet  the  standard  size  requirements  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  Eight  hundred  square  feet  as  a  mini- 
mum is  acceptable. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  the  school  board  is  prepared  to  rec- 
ommend to  the  towTii.«people,  at  the  March  meeting,  a  one  room  addi- 
tion. Such  a  plan  would  benefit  our  school  and  community  by: 

1.  Providing  room  organization  of  only  two  grades  to  the  teacher. 

2.  Permitting  more  time  for  each  teacher  to  give  individual  at- 
tention to  each  pupil. 

3.  Reducing  the  number  of  children  in  each  room  to  20-24  pupils. 

4.  Providing  available  space  for  the  school  nurse,  in  which  to 
carry  on  her  testing  and  inspection  of  children. 

5.  Providing  facilities  for  town  organizations,  thereby  making  the 
school  a  community  center,  as  a  place  for  group  meetings. 

6.  Providing  more  adequate  toilet  facilities  for  the  children. 

7.  Enlarging  the  kitchen  facilities  which  are  now  very  limited. 

8.  Attracting  people  to  the  town  of  Acworth  because  of  improved 
school  organization. 

We  appreciate  very  much  the  work  of  Mrs.  Murdough  as  cook  in 
the  cafeteria,  and  excellent  service  in  the  maintenance  of  the  school 
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building.  The  Acworth  school  cafeteria  has  long  been  noted  as  one  pro- 
viding the  best  of  hot  lunches  for  our  children.  Local  contributions  and 
government  surplus  foods  have  helped  materially  in  the  operation  of 
the  school  lunch  program. 

Miss  Stearns  and  Mrs.  Spoerl  have  rendered  a  most  valuable  serv- 
ice in  their  first  year  as  teachers  in  the  local  school.  I  am  sure  the 
townspeople  are  proud  to  have  two  such  fine  people  on  the  staff  this 
year.  They  have  worked  tirelessly  and  given  complete  cooperation  to 
the  administration. 

A  Building  Committee  was  organized  in  November  to  consider 
the  matter  of  the  school  addition  for  next  year.  Mr.  Harvey  Bascom, 
Mr.  Harold  Moffatt  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Clark  of  the  school  board,  to- 
gether with  a  citizens'  representation  composed  of  Mr.  Fred  Dodson, 
Mr.  Arthur  Trundy,  Mr.  Gordon  Gowen  and  Mr.  Roscoe  Clark  comprise 
the  seven  member  committee.  This  group  has  had  several  meetings  to 
discuss  the  school  project  and  lay  plans  for  presenting  the  idea  to  the 
townspeople.  Mr.  Harold  Moffatt  is  chairman  of  this  joint  committee. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  tov^mspeople 
and  school  board  members  for  their  genuine  support  of  our  school  pro- 
gram.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

In  their  first  half  year  of  service  your  new  teachers  have  found 
the  Acworth  children  responsive  and  teachable,  and  the  parents  co- 
operative. The  major  problem  has  been  the  overcrowded  classrooms 
which  mean  absence  of  adequate  individual  attention,  and  no  opportu- 
nity for  the  kinds  of  enrichment  which  would  make  the  total  program 
more  worthwhile  for  the  children,  and  the  results  more  satisfying  to 
teachers  and  parents  alike. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  many  who  have  co- 
operated in  our  program:  Rev.  Corbett  for  an  afternoon  with  those 
interested  in  rocks  and  minerals;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Christie  for  sharing 
their  pictures  of  Mexico;  Mrs.  Haddad  for  a  most  interesting  after- 
noon on  early  Acworth  History;  Mrs.  Sprague  for  inviting  groups  of 
children  to  learn  the  inner  workings  of  the  post  office;  Mr.  Spaulding 
and  Mrs.  Potter  for  allowing  the  sixth  gi'ade  students  to  visit  them  and 
talk  about  town  history;  Mrs.  Thelma  Keitlen  of  New  York  who  talked 
to  the  whole  school  on  Seeing  Eye  Dogs  and  demonstrated  hers,  and 
spent  an  hour  sharing  her  Swiss  Skiing  experiences  with  the  sixth 
grade;  Miss  Moody  for  her  helpful  supervision  of  the  children  during 
their  weekly  visits  to  the  library;  and  Mrs.  Dodson  and  Mrs.  Kenneth 
Bascom  for  the  programs  on  Hawaii  and  on  Sugaring  they  have  re- 
spectively promised  for  the  near  future. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  State  Library  for  the  Bookmobile  Service; 
to  the  Junior  Red  Cross  for  a  box  of  fifty  books  we  have  on  loan;  to 
David  Dodson  for  books  from  his  own  library  for  use  in  the  school  room 
to  supplement  the  books  loaned  by  Mrs.  Spoerl  from  her  collection  of 
children's  literature.  These  books,  together  with  the  weekly  visits  to 
the  library,  have  meant  that  the  children  have  done  wide  reading  in 
books  of  their  own  choice  in  addition  to  regular  reading  instruction. 
With  the  commission  paid  by  the  Whitney  Studio  on  the  children's 
school  pictures  we  have  started  a  small  permanent  school  library  which 
we  hope  will  grow  in  years  to  come. 

Your  teachers  would  like,  also,  to  thank  the  school  board  and 
Superintendent  Stickney  for  their  cooperative  helpfulness;  Miss  Mac- 
Iver  for  her  helpful  counsel;  and  Mrs.  Murdough  and  the  Parents' 
Club  for  the  continual  excellence  of  the  hot  lunch  program. 

We  hope  that  we  may  continue  to  sen'^e  your  community  in  the 
years  ahead.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  Immunization  Clinics  were  made  available  to 
all  school  children  as  well  as  the  pre-school  children.  Salk  Vaccine, 
Triple  Toxoid  (a  combination  of  Diptheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping 
Cough)  and  Small  Pox  Vaccinations  were  given.  Attendance  at  these 
clinics  could  be  better.  We  still  have  a  number  of  children  who  have 
not  had  Salk  Vaccine  despite  the  large  number  of  Salk  Vaccine  Clinics 
we  have  had.  I  do  hope  that  our  spring  clinics  will  take  care  of  this. 

The  Tubei'culin  Patch  Testing  program  was  carried  out  with  the 
children  in  the  odd  numbered  grades  and  newcomers  who  had  not 
previously  had  the  test.  This  test  is  given  to  determine  whether  or  not 
a  child  has  ever  had  a  contact  with  Tuberculosis.  If  the  test  reaction  is 
positive,  then  the  child  has  a  chest  X-ray  through  the  New  Hampshire 
Tuberculosis  Association  Chest  Clinics. 

Hearing  and  vision  testing  was  done  in  all  grades.  The  hearing 
defects  were  vei*y  few  and  all  of  those  children  with  a  hearing  problem 
were  seen  by  their  family  physician.  The  number  of  corrections  of 
vision  problems  was  excellent.  Where  a  family  was  unable  to  assume 
the  expense  of  eye  care  and  glasses  the  local  service  clubs  and  the 
State  Welfare  Department  assisted. 

Examination  with  the  Wood's  Light  for  the  detection  of  Scalp 
Ringworm  was  done  in  the  elementary  grades.  There  were  no  suspicious 
cases  found.  Scalp  Ringworm  still  seems  to  be  a  public  health  menace 
in  this  state,  as  well  as  in  the  neighboring  states. 

The  children  were  weighed  and  measured,  and  a  general  inspection 
was  carried  out  by  the  school  nurse.  By  far  the  outstanding  problem 
was  the  need  for  dental  care.  Outside  of  the  State  Matching  Fund  there 
is  very  little  assistance  available  for  dental  care. 

All  of  the  above  mentioned  programs  are  cai-rried  out  yearly. 
These  programs  serve  a  dual  purpose.  First  and  very  important  is  the 
finding  of  defects  and  the  correction  of  them.  Second  and  equally  as 
important,  it  is  a  teaching  program  from  the  standpoint  of  the  child. 
We  strive  to  help  the  child  realize  the  importance  of  good  health,  as 
well  as  teach  him  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  good 
health  and  well-being. 

Success  in  carrying  out  the  school  health  program  is  dependent 
on  many  people.  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  who 
have  helped  so  much — the  parents,  the  medical  advisors,  the  School 
Board,  the  Superintendent,  the  Principals,  the  teachers  and  the  cus- 
todians. Thank  you.
